The Sugar grinding season 
is closing with two firm grind- 
ing out this week and only 
the Sugar Cane Growers Co- 
operative, Belle Glade, remain- 
ing in operation. 

The Cooperative is expected 
to grind out about the end of 
March. 

The total Florida yield is up 
16% this year to about 640,- 
000 tons of sugar, raw value. 

The largest increases in ton- 
nage was shown by Florida 
Sugar which production rose 
44% from 14,524 to 20,900 
tons. 

Another large gain was 
shown by Talisman, which 
was the first mill to grind out 
in February. Talisman pro- 
duction increased 32%, from 
39,703 tons to 52,500 tons. 

United States Sugar will 
grind out today with an esti- 
mated gain of 20%. The mills 
of United States Sugar will 
process about 240,000 tons this 
year. 

Osceola, Pahokee, will grind 
out Sunday. The predicted tot- 
al tonnage for this mill is 
52.000 tons, from 44,000 tons 
last year. 

Nelson Fairbanks, manager 
of the Florida Sugar League, 
said all information about mills 
not already finished are esti- 
mated but are expected to be 
quite accurate. 

Producers are waiting for 
quotas to be decided. The hear- 
ing has been held and a decis- 
ion is expected shortly, Fair- 
banks said. The quota is ex- 
pected to be high as it is bas- 
ed in part on production. 

The increase is attributed to 
the good growing season. The 
summer and fall were good 
growing weather with cool 
weather in the early fall rais- 
ing the sucrose content, The 
harvesting weather was excel- 
lent and there were no freezes 
of any consequence.

POLITICAL TV NETWORK 


The danger of government 
management of the.news which 
has alarmed many Americans 
in the last few years, will be- 
come acute if the Johnson ad- 
ministration gets what it wants 
this year — namely, a televis- 
ion network under federal con- 
trol 

As U. S. Rep. George A 
Goodling recently pointed out 
in a speech in Congress, “the 
90th Congress will be asked 
to plant a seed for the growth 
of a vast educational televis- 
jon network financed largely 
by the federal government. The 
government would pay for his 
ETV Program just like it does 
for anything else — with tax 
money taken from the people.” 

This administration propo- 
sal should not be confused 
with state-operated ETV. which 
is performing a useful service 
in many states as an adjunct 
teaching aid. 

The federal project is the 
brainchild of the Carnegie Com 
mission on Educational Tele. 
It has urged that a 
Corporation for Public Tele- 
vision be established as a fed- 
erally chartered organization. 
The goal would be a network 
consisting of 380 “non-com- 
mercial television stations. 
The theory behind the project 
is that because a station does 
not sell advertising time, it is 
entitled to “receive govern- 
mental support. The initial ap- 
propriation to be requested is 
$68 million. Outlays during the 
early years of the project would 
be about $178 million annual- 
iy. rising to $270 million a 
year beginning in 1971 

The federal television empire 
would be paid for by a manu 
facturers’ excise tax on TV 
sets bought by the public. Thus

While commercial televis- 
ion may not satisfy every view- 
er. there is no significant move 
ment in this country for an 
American equivalent of the of- 
ficial British Broadcasting Cor- 
poration or any of the other 
government networks around 
the world. Indeed state-operat- 
ed ETV stations give the yiew 
ing public another option in 
televised material. Thus the 
national federal television net- 
work is a project that isn't bas- 
ed on a public demand, 

The key to understanding 
this proposal is that the tele- 
vision network would be run 
by 12 directors. Six would be 
appointed by the President and 
confirmed by the Senate. The 
other six would be selected by 
the first group of federal ap- 
pointees. They would have six- 
year terms of office, giving 
them enormous freedom to do 
as they pleased in program- 
ming. 

This is an unprecedented pro 
posal. It would, in effect, create 
a powerful agency of political 
propaganda. For the first time 
in the history of the United 
Stafes, government officials 
would be in the business of dis- 
tributing news and opinion 
directly to the American peo- 
ple. 

The situation at present is 
had enough. The hundreds of 
federal press officers are con- 
tinually engaged in managing 
or regulating the flow of news 
to the news media and the peo 
ple. They frequently seek to 
prevent reporters from gaining 
access to stories of public sign- 
ificance. As a result, we have 
today what many in the press 
call a “credibility gap” in 
Washington This is a palite 
way of saying government of- 
ficials tell lies. 

Fortunately, Americans still 
have a free press. But the free- 
dom of press in America would 
be gravely handicapped if a 
federal television network were 
established. One can be sure 
that the federal TV network 
would get the principal news 
beats, timed and told in such 
a way as to reflect credit on 
the officials and the party in 
power 

We know from the experi- 
ence of other countries how a 
government-run TV network 
operates. In France. for exam- 
ple, government candidates 
seeking relection are given 
more time on the air than are 
opposition candidates. After 
the campaign is officially clos 
ed, government spokesmen are 
allowed to appear and give 
their final arguments. We cer- 
tainly don't want that kind of 
double-dealing in the United 
States 


Moreover. if the federal 
government can control a tele- 


vision network, nb reason ex-:* 


ists why it could not in future 
gain control of a chain of 
non-commercial" newspapers. 

With all the resources of the 
federal government at its com- 
mand, the proposed TV net- 
work could endanger existing 
commercial networks. Net- 
works. after” all, depend for 
their existence on the atten- 
tion of the national audience 
With ihe President and other 
high officials available as 
stars,” the” federal network 
could command unprecedented 
audience attention. 

This proposal advanced by 
the Carnegie Commission de- 
serves to be rejected and re- 
pudiated in Congress as a 
effort to give govern- 
ment a new political arm in 
brainwashing the public. The 
United States has no need of 
a Minisiry of Propaganda in 
the guise of federal education- 
a! television

A congressman indicated 
that be thought the code was 
too strict, but high-ranking 
cadets disagreed. “It's like a 
stab in the back to find out 
that even a small number have 
been cheating,” said one ca- 
det officer. 

When the current level of 
morality in Washington, as in- 
dicated by the fact that Adam 
Clayton Powell could continue 
for so many years abusing the 
trust of the nation before the 
stench became unbearable, one 
is not surprised that some be- 
lieve that the Air Force Aca- 
demy's code of honor is too 
rigid. 

TIME FOR TESTING 

On the other hand, isn't it 
a good thing for the integrity 
of these young men to be put 
to the test while they are in 
training since we expect many 
of them to hold positions of 
great responsibility in later 
years? 

The nation is proud of the 
overwhelming majority of Air 
Force Cadets, who adhere to 
the code of honor which they 
undertook to uphold when they 
entered the Academy. That 50 
out of 2,500 should fail this 
test is perhaps to be expected.
